In short,
Maaars, Harding & Co. intend on every Lhurs-
day throughout the coming season, L0 open frash
invoioes of straw goods of Enstern and foreign
manufaciure, that will comprise all the latest
novelties as they are brought out.

We cannot conolude our notice without allud
ing to the evidences of enterprise avinoed by
this firm, which we may state has recenbly
been reorganized, or perbaps a batter phrase
now wounld be, reconstructed. Their present
warehouse is certainly a desideratum to the
yvetail millinery trade of our city, and we con-
gratulate Philadelphia npon having a house
